When his plight was 'discov- 
ered the police removed him to the 
city hospital, where it was found im- 
possible to rally him sufficiently to 
obtain a coherent statement from 
him.

Experts Have. Meld Day in

Flushing, N. Y., Jan. 8.—A . blow 


from an unexpected quarter, was re- 
ceived by the defense in;the trial of 
Thornton • Jenkins Hains today when 
Dr. L. Samuel -Hanson,, an alienist, un- 
der , cross-examination. by Prosecutor 
Darrin, declared, that Captain Hains 
suffered; from-maniac depressive insan- 
ity, last. August,-an ailment that would 
have prevented.him from recognizing 
the face • of,an enemy. The alienist 
said that in' a patient suffering from 
such a .malady all power was practi 
cally-lost. Prosecutor Darrin, taking 
advantage of the admission of the de 
tense's alienist, asked him if his opin- j 
ion ot Captain. Hains' mental condi- i 
tion would -be changed it he knew 
that the army officer had conversed 
intelligently after the shooting of Wil- 
liam tf. Annis and that be recognized 
his victim as his boat heared the float. 
The medical expert said his opinion 
remained unchanged. 


Dr. \j. Pierce Clark, another alienist 


for the defense, testified that Captain 
Hains was insane on August 15. when 
the shooting took place, and that he 
was insane early in November when 
the witness made his last examination.

Reporter Not Good Evidence. 


"Nor does it seem that statements 


made in 1904, 
even by a newspaper 


reporter, are convincing evidence of 
the motive which actuated congress- 
men in their votes in 1908. The state- 
ments made in newspapers are some 
times questioned even at the white 
house. 


"The statement 
contained in the 


message that the 'chief argument in 
favor of the provision was that the 
congressmen did not themselves wish 
to be investigated' can have but one 
meaning'. 
It means that congress 


members and its honesty 'of purpose, 
it will deserve and it trill certainly 
receive the contempt of the public. 
\Ve feel that the suggestions in the 
president's message,, the congress 
should refuse to meekly receive and 
mildly to consider. 


What,the House Is. 


"During long centuries our English

The Committee's Report. 


Upon the conclusion of his remarks 


he submitted the committee's report 
which, after quoting from the presi- 
dent's message, was as follows: 


"Understanding this language to be 


a reflection on the Integrity ot its 
membership, and aware of its own con- 
stitutional duty as to its membership, 
the house in respectful terms called 
on the president for any information 
that would justify the language of the 
message or assist it In its constitu- 
tional duty to purge Itself of corrup- 
tion. 


"The president in his message of 


January 4 denies that the paragraph 
of the annual message casts reflec- 
tions on Hie integrity of the house; 
attributes to the,house 'an entire fail- 
ure to understand my message'; de- 
clares that he uas made no charge of 
corruption against any members of 
this house, and by implication states 
that ho has no proof of corruption on 
the part of any member of this house.

"But your committee has to consid-

It Is stated in- the message that the 
chief-argument'in favor of tho provi- 
sion was that the congressmen did not 
themselves wish to bo investigated 
by secret service men. and this is re- 
peated in tho additional message.

•which officers of the Locomotive com- 
pany say will bo the moat complete 


- and best equipped locomotive works 


In the -world. The land purchased Is 
twice the extent of that occupied by 
the largest of its present plants, and 
•when fully occupied will give employ- 
ment to from 12,000 to 15,000 work- 
men!. 


-Details in regard to the- amount of 


money involved in the 
transaction 


•were not obtainable last evening 
eltfier-.at the office of the Steel Cor- 
poration or .the American Locomotive 
company. 


•,The land adjoins that of the new 


plant-of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. This site was selected at 
Gary, twenty-four miles from Chicago, 
to provide for the territory where the 
largest number of railroads converge 
to'a; single commercial center. The 
Chicago district Is a great 
railroad 


center and that district Is rapidly de- 
.yeloplng in manufacturing importance, 
which renders it favorable as a loca- 
tion/.for securing material for building 
locomotives. 


This company now operates plants 


_ in^Schenectady and Dunkirk, N. Y.; 


Pittsburg and Scranton, 'Pa.; 
Rich- 


mond, Va.; Paterson, N. J.; Mancbes 
ter.m H,, and Montreal,. Can. At 
^present there is no large locomotive 
"p'Jant west of Pittsburg and the selec-

commerce of the nation; and 


Whereas, The common interests-of the 


Toledo, Fort Wayne and Chicago 'Deep 
Waterway association, and -of the Miami 
and Erie Deep Waterway association are 
so apparently identical; therefore be it 


Resolved, That constant, active work 


and effort are hereby pledged by indi- 
vidual, delegates attending this conven-

Resolved, That a copy of these resolu-

"Diogenes, without straining his back

When asked why 
he did It he hud a chance to reply 
that he was looking for nn honest 
man. 
That tickled the public, and 


deadhead tickets to the circua came 
pouring in. Then he came to passing 
most of bis time In a tub and to get- 
ting off such philosophy as 'Pay to- 
day and trust tomorrow' and 'Birds 
cf a feather flock tosether.' It was 
Diogenes that consoled a man with 
a boll on his leg by saying that be 
might have had a carbuncle on his 
neck. lie turned the world upside 
down In his way and died a grand 
success. 


"Let us come down nearer to our 


own times. What did George Wash- 
ington amount to at the age of twen- 
ty-one or even three or four years 
later? 
Ho could do a little land sur- 


veying, but nothing to brag of. The 
old man let him run the farm, and he 
ran things Into the ground. He tried 
to teach school and made a failure ol 
It. He never traded horses but whal 
he got stuck. Even after he marriec 
the Widow Custls he wasn't consid- 
ered any great shakes. It was a ques 
tlon whether he'd ever be worth as 
much as the average hired man when 
his niche came sailing along. It was 
marked, 'To the Father of His Country 
—handle gently.' George slipped Into 
It and nailed himself In, and history 
tells you what' followed. He kicked 
np a rumpus that lasted seven o 
eight years, and he made a mlgbtj 
king glad to go out of the American 
business.

Unprotected Trees Are Help- 


less Against Attacks of Mice 


and Rabbits in Winter. 


The season Is now approaching 


when mice- and rabbits will be very 
destructive to young fruit trees, un- 
less some means of protection are em- 
ployed. Everyone having young fruit 
trees should provide protection of some 
kind before these rodents begin their 
work. 


When the young orchard has been 


properly tended during the growing 
season and has been given clean culti- 
vation with, perhaps, a late seeding of 
some cover crop, and there Is no dense 
growth of grass or rubbish about the 
-trees,-there Is little danger of Injury 
by mice. 


These rodents usually get their best 


work In orchards where there Is plenty 
of such protection offered them and at 
the same time abundant material for 
nest building and the making of their 
winter home. 


But rabbits may offer trouble in al- 


most any locality and under any condi- 
tions, although they, too, can be more 
greatly feared where the orchard has 
been more or less neglected. 


The surest protection Is the use of 


individual tree protectors of one form 
or another. These protectors may be 
purchased already made or prepared 
on the farm. 
1 "Wrapping trees with screen wire Is 
about as good a method as can be em- 
ployed. 
They can also be wrapped 


with heavy paper or rags, or with corn 
italks firmly bound around the trunks 
of the trees with twine. 


Then there are paints and washes 


which are good for the purpose. These 
are. all lalrly effective where rabbits 
are scarce and there Is plenty of other 
food for them, but cannot be absolute- 
ly; depended upon where 
there 
are 


many rabbits' and a «mall supply of 
food.' 


However, as there are perhaps some

PLENTY OF WINTER WORK

says the book, neither Is there rest for 
the farmer or any other man who loves 
his work and is on the job all the time. 
There arc so many things which the 
average farmer may flo in the winter 
which are both profitable and pleasant 
that any farmer, whether owner or ten- 
ant, may find occupation every day he 
may wish through the winter.

Then I stored them in the 
loft of a dry barn, where they kept 
nicely. Many of the Prizetakers were 
the size of saucers, and some took first 
and second premiums at the county 
fair. 


My patch yielded 150 bushels. I con- 


tracted 10 and 15 bushels to different 
merchants at 80 cents per bushel cash.

PROPER FEEDING OF EWES 


if JOSEPH E. 


The proper food for 
the pregnam 


ewes in winter should be mainly of drj 
forage, such as clover or alfalfa hay, 
with what corn stover they like and 
oat straw to pick over if they care for 
it, with a small dally allowance oi 
sweet corn silage, providing It is at 
hand. and. if available, roots of som« 
form or another. 


Hoots are not Indispensable before 


iambiiiK. and the feeding of too many 
turnips sometimes causes bad results. 


If clover or alfalfa hay is not availa- 


ble, and the forage must chiefly be oi 
corn stover, timothy, wheat straw and 
the like, then more protein must be 
added to the ration, 
together 
with 


more bone material, to supply the nu- 
trients needed by the growing lamb 
as well as to nourish its mother during 
her period of pregnancy. 


Oats or wheat bran will supply this 


protein and either one is rich in bone 
material. 


There is danger, however, of feeding 


too much bone material to a. pregnant 
ewe. 
the writer having had an experi- 


ence once that taught him a costly les- 
son. 


Having some very beautiful Shrop- 


shire ewes from which he desired to 
get the best possible results, he allowed 
them an unlimited amount of wheat 
bran, together with clover and timothy 
hay. 


The ewes presented a beautiful ap- 


pearance up until lambing time, and' 
were certainly pictures of health and 
vigor. 


They dropped a largo crop of lambs, 


many of which were of superb quality, 
but some of which were of such enor- 
mous size that they could scarcely be 
born at all. 


One ewe especially, the finest of the' 


lock, distinguished herself by deliver- 
ing a lamb that weighed 17 pounds at 
birth, whereas the normal weight of 
a lamb should be perhaps about $ 
pounds. 


The unfortunate ewe died soon after, 


and the lamb, although at Its birth very 
strong, was killed by the writer's un- 
skillful attempts at feeding with-cow's 
milk.

were delivered easily enough, none ct 
them being excessively large and many 
quite small ones, • indeed, were very 
strong and active at birth.
